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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 

In compliance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the commissioners of Belknap County 
herewith present the annual report of the County 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of the 
Farm and House of Correction, Clerk of Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain 
and Auditors for the year ending, December 31, 
#925. 3 

Your commissioners have realized the necessity 


for somewhat extensive repairs and improvements 


on the county buildings in order to maintain the up- 
keep of the property as well as the health, comfort 
and happiness of their inmates. 

At the meeting of the county delegation held at 
the farm on Feb. 27th, these matters were laid be- 
fore them and appropriations were allowed, thus en- 
abling the commissioners to improve the conditions 
in the barn cellar with cement, repairing one side of 
the barn roof with galvanized iron roofing, retubeing 
our No. 1 Boiler and other repairs to comply with 
safety and the insurance company’s requirements, 
also a direct main steam pipe to several parts of the 
buildings which heretofore we were unable to heat 
properly. 

During the year we have received several prison- 
ers from the federal courts at the: expense of the 


D 
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federal government. These prisoners are privi- 
leged to work on the farm. 

The herd of Guernsey cows is increasing very sat- 
isfactorily. The superintendent is instructed to 
make a special price for the surplus stock to Belk- 
nap County farmers. 

The reindexing of the records in the Register of 
Probate office has been completed and the reindex- 
ing of the records in the Register of Deeds’ office is 
nearly completed. 

The repairs at the court house consist of recover- 
ing concrete walks, repainting and varnishing on the 
interior as well as general repairs to the heating 
system. & 

With the repairs outlined we believe the county 
property to have been greatly improved.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT 
To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 

In compliance with the law of the State, I here- 
with tender you a report of my doings as Solicitor 
for Belknap County from April 1, 1925 to January 
1,1926. During the year prior to the October Term 
of the Superior Court , my duties called me to the 
various towns of the County in the prosecutions of 
minor offenses under the Motor Vehicle Law and the 
Prohition law. Many violations of the latter have 
been strictly attended to; also advice has been ren- 
dered to citizens of the County whenever requested. 
At the October Term of the Superior Court thirteen 
respondents were indicted. One respondent was 
sentenced to State Prison and a second was returned 
to prison for violation of his parole. The other in- 
dictments were disposed of upon pleas and the re- 
spondents dealt with as will appear by the record in 
Court which is open to all inquiring citizens. Three 
appeal cases came from the Municipal Courts of La- 
conia and Meredith, two of which are continued and 
the third was disposed of by fine and costs. At the 
present time the Criminal Docket has been well re- 
duced and should be cleared at the March Term 
1926 of the Superior Court.

Fred H. Smith, enrntvy commissioner, followed. 
He said the county farm barn was in good condition, 
but a cement bottom to the cellar and cement pillars 
to hold the heavy weight of the barn were necessary 
also the barn needs reshingling, as some hay was 
spoiled last summer by being wet. Charles Corliss 
said the boiler needs inspecting before spring as 
No. 1 was condemned last March (1924) and 
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needs relining. Chas. F. Locke called attention to 
the comfort of the occupants of the almshouse. 

He said that the annual water supply costs 
}135.00 and with the excess used in 1924 the total 
water bill paid was $425.00. He suggested a_ well 
with automatic pump and pressure tank. Also a 
sprinkler system which would eliminate much  ex- 
pense.. 

The jail, hospital and House of Correction all 
need better heat and better ventilation which can 
be adjusted reasonably, the back rooms should be 
painted and the bath rooms repaired at once. Mr. 
Gray and Dr. Quimby were appointed to bring in an 
estimate by March 6th for outside painting and as- 
phalt shingles on the barn. Asphalt shingles cuar- 
anteed to last fifty years and cost $18.00 per thous- 
and. Inreference to the Farm Bureau a letter 
from Commissioner Andrew L. Felker was read, 
Rogers, the vice president of the farm bureau , dis- 
cussed the Budget also Robinson of the New Hamp 
shire State College, Dr. Quimby and Claude M. 
Calvert. Mrs. Felker spoke for the funds for the 
Home Demonstration Agent, who goes out teaching 
woman’s home nursery, dress making, caning, etc. 
Highteen petitions, urging home demonstrations 
were read from Women’s Clubs. A committee of
